Seymour and Jackson township 
were well represented at the regular 
meeting of the county commissioners 
today as final action was scheduled 
to he taken 011 the proposed perman­ 
ent improvement of the 
Seymour- 
Cortland road. 
More than thirty 
taxpayers were present and at the re­ 
quest of the commissioners many of 
them expressed opinions 
for and 
against the proposed work. The prin­ 
cipal point of contention was whether 
or not the part of the road which in­ 
cludes the streets in this city should 
be improved with the brick and with 
curb and gutter at the expense of 
the township. 
The petition calls for 
briek and the proposed improvement 
was favorably reported by the view­ 
ers appointed by the commissioners. 
This road includes less than three 
miles. 
The argument concerning the im­ 
provement was really opened when 
the county engineer filed an estimate 
of $94,939.18 on the road. 
The road 
extends 
from

Sixth and O’Brien streets west 011 
Sixth street to the Bell’s Ford Bridge. 
Objection to the improvement was 
based largely against the idea of im­ 
proving the street at the expense of 
the township.

out by those opposed to the improve­ 
ment of the entire street that resi­ 
dents on other improved streets have 
been required 
to pay for such im­ 
provements and to

pense would be to burden them with a 
double taxation. 
Some of those who are leading tin* 
opposition do not desire to kill the 
improvement 
altogether 
but 
insist 
that this contract will establish a 
precedent to be followed for years 
to come and for 
that 
reason 
it 
is very necessary that the order of 
the commissioners be reasonable and 
compatible with thefinancialcondition 
of the township. 
It was pointed out 
to the commissioners by some of the 
Seymour people that to improve an 
entire street with curb and gutter 
and briek at the cost of tin* township 
will establish a precedent which ifi 
followed generally hereafter 
might 
sorely embarrass the township, es­ 
pecially if many township roads are 
to be improved. 
Some of those who appeared be­ 
fore the commissioners argued 
in 
favor of an election so that the vot­ 
ers could decide if they wanted the 
additional tax. 
Others pointed out 
that the expense of building the road, 
even as called for by the specifica­ 
tions, would be greatly under the es­ 
timate. 
They said that the estimate 
for about six miles of improved road- 
on th(. I! 
’1 Oreet, Walnut street and] 
West Second street roads was ap­ 
proximately $81,000 while the three 
miles on the Seymour-Cortland road 
was more than $94,000. 
It was the intention of some of the 
good roads advocates to try and ef­ 
fect a compromise regarding the pro­ 
posed work so that it might be or­ 
dered without objection from either 
faction. 
At noon nothing definite 
bad been done towards this end but

Buying Now as They Believe 


Price will be Higher.

When Mr. Jackson County Farmer 
g o e s to the dealer this summer to 
buy binder twine he will find that the 
price of this necessary harvest com­ 
modity has 
been 
elevated several 
notches since last year. 
The jump 
in the price 
was 
not unexpected, 
however, for last winter a discus­ 
sion of this subject consumed sev­ 
eral weeks of the valuable time of 
the American 
congress. 
But, 
the 
price still continued to soar until il 
h a s reached the highest mark for 
many years. 
Some of the Jackson county farm­ 
ers, fearful lest the price might go 
out of reason, purchased what twine 
they would need for the coming har- 
\o-t several months ago and effect­ 
ed a small saving. 
However, it i> 
said that there is little difference in 
the prices now 
and 
three months 
ago. 
Local dealers are quoting the best 
twine at from eleven to twelve cents 
a pound whereas twine of the same 
quality could 
be purchased twelve 
months ago from eight to nine cents. 
One dealer said that the firm which 
manufacturers most 
of 
the twine 
refuses to quote any price now as it 
is frank in 
declaring 
that it does 
not know what the condition of the 
market will be within three or four 
weeks. 
Farmers in this county use 
hundreds of pounds of binder twine 
each summer and consequently the 
increased price of about two cent- 
on each pound amounts to a sub­ 
stantial sum in the aggregate. They 
say that they have found it economy 
to use the 
best 
grade 
as fewer 
breaks occur and the additional cost 
of the twine is made up by the time 
saved in stopping and re-threading 
their machines. 
The local farmers are manifesting 
considerable interest in the condi­ 
tion of the twine market and in view 
of the fact that they will be com­ 
pelled to purchase a supply soon io 
not know whether it would be better 
to buy now or to wait until the har­ 
vest time has arrived.

actu ally nominated him. 
Tt is certain that Mr. Roosev elt has 
no d esire to ru n again on a third par­ 
ty ticket and there is good reasons to 
d ou bt also w hether George W. P er­ 
kins wou ld care to bear the financial 
load of su ch a campaign again this 
y ear. 
In fact all signs, sav e objections 
raised by some of the most rad ical of 
the Progressiv es, point to a harmony 
program, and it is ex pected by most

('are must be taken in remov ing 
the grains, or the test will be of no 
use. 
If the g rain s are remov ed by 
pry ing from the edge instead of from 
the flat side, there is less likelihood 
of the knife slipp ing and cutting the 
germ.

it will not germinate. 
After the grains hav e been remov ­ 
ed from the ears the corn is ready to 
he* placed in the tester.

Zapata and his forces are pressing

commanding Carranza forces to hold 
themselves in readiness to dispafch 
south any troops they can spare if 
called upon to do so. 
The sudden daring of the Zapatistas 
in pressing so close against the Mex­ 
ican capital, may result in the with­ 
drawal of many of the Mexican troops 
recently rushed into northern Chihua­ 
hua, ostensibly to put down banditry. 
This would greatly relieve the strain 
now 
existing 
between 
the 
United 
States and the Carranza government 
over the question of the withdrawal 
of American forces from Mexico. 
In the event of necessity for w ith­ 
drawing Carranza forces to protect 
the national capital, 
it is expected 
that the de 
facto government 
will 
realize 
the 
value 
of 
allowing 
the 
Am erican forces to remain to protect 
the 
bandit ridden 
regions 
and 
that 
the Mexican foreign department will, 
for the time, conveniently neglect to 
press its demands for the withdrawal 
of the Americans 
The situation develops just at 
a 
time when the Carranza forces were 
being redisposed in such a manner 
as to take over all the bandit hunting 
work of the American forces where 
this could possibly he done. 
In the 
event of withdrawing any of the de 
facto troops for duty in protecting 
Mexico C ity these forces nearest to 
the American troops w ill be taken out 
and sent south, it is stated, giving the 


Americans a wider latitude than was J 
contemplated for them in the recent 
preparations of the Carranzistas for j 
the redisposition of their forces. 
That the Carranzistas are sincere 
in their efforts to prevent clashes be­ 
tween their troops and those of the 
American arm y of occupation, was in­ 
dicated by an order to his forces by 
General Gavira, that any solditr of the 
Constitutionalist government attack­ 
ing an Am erican will he punished by 
death. 
As few Am ericans remain in Mexi­ 
co. 
except 
the 
American 
m ilitary 
forces, it is presumed that the order 
refers to American troops, and is de­ 
signed to discourage the Carranzistas 
against openly showing any animosity 
they might harbor toward the Am eri­ 
cans.
